The 
request for interview has been denied where based on the arguments presented the Examiner does not believe that an agreement can be 
reached with only nominal further consideration. Maehiro discloses using a single graphical navigator view display which accommodates 
multiple lists with several identities that are associated with the user and therefore had by the user. With the user adding these identities 
to the multiple lists, the user is able to communicate with and has these multiple identities. The arguments disclose that the graphical user 
interface is only for a single account of the user but the accounts of the user is not a claimed feature and it is not clear how the account 
feature is relevant in the claims.
